OF MALAYA 


Given Good Start By 
New Constitution 


Singapore. Oct. 5.—The pro- 
posed constitution for. the 
Federation of Malaya gave the 
citizens a strong start towards 
the objective of self-govern- 
ment, the Gevernor General of 
the. Malayan Union and.Singa- 
pore, Mr Malcolm MacDonald, 
declared tonight in a broadcast. 

He said that “the process would 
not,*end untll sclf{-government was 
complete on. the word “not only of 
the transitory Governor-General but 
also of the enduring British nation”, 

He said that the constitution was 
a compromise, but he claimed’ that 
[t-had accomplished three things: 

}—It had established certaln re- 
forms: which were a great advance 
on anything existing in Malaya be- 
fore ‘the war, 

2-It was a promising beginning 
froth which steady constitutional 
progress would be made. ‘ 

3.—There,; was more agreement 
among the communitics ond in- 
terests iIn-the; country on. thecon= 
siitution’s main points than would 
uppear from the resolutions and 
pamphlets of its critics. 

. UNREST ENDED 
. Mr Malcolm (MacDonald said that 
among tire achlevements ‘ was ne 
fact that the period of unrest and 
agitation which had stirred the 
Malay people was now endcd. 

Confidence . between the Govern- 
ment and the people had been 1¢- 
ereated and an-atmesphe rer fn which 
peaceful cconofn'c and polltical pro- 
gress was possible, had been secured, 

The establishment of a Fedcration 
-forthe.whale of the Malayan. penin= 
sula was a great advantage’ over tee 
prewar hotch-potch, in which four 
federated, four unfederated and two 
settlements divided © the Govermi- 
ment, wee Se i 

The Federal Government: which 

the constitution creates would ‘be a 
strong one, 
_ A notable jachiovement was the 
extablishment throughout the 
Federation of the status called com- 
mon cl izenship, the qualification for 
which wus for a person to regard 
Malaya his permanent home and the 
object of the loyalty. 

“Our ultimate and supreme aim is 
a Government “of the peoples of 
Malaya, for the peoples of Malay, 
by the peoples of Malaya”, Mr 
Malcolm MacDonalt  concluded.— 
Reuter.

Government at, Muzaffarabad, a town about 20 miles inside 
- the Kashmir border of the muin road between Rawalpin- 
di and the State capital of Srinagar.

COMMUNISM 


Paris, Oct. 5. — General 
Charles de Gaulle said ‘today 
that France is a “threatened 
country”’ while two-thirds of 
furope is “implacably affected 
by the Soviet dictatorship, which 
“never cénses to exert pressure.” 

De Gaulle renewed his uttacks on 
tho French Communists, without 
mentioning them by name, in .2 
plea for election of candidates sup- 
ported by his Rally of the French 
People {n municipal elections’ two 
weeks hence. He addressed about 
160,000 persons at Cincenness. 

He declared that France hed. only 
a narrow geographic, separation 
from ‘the, “enormous. mass of jJand, 
resources, and ‘populations in the 
-Russinn sphere, : 

“And still, ‘fhe continued, “the 
party of separatists, boring into all 
branches of national activity, culti- 
vating confusion, inglting tho vain, 
deploys its insolent and multiform 
activity In order to’ serve, always 
and in all. things, ‘the quarrels of 
the dictator of the East.” 

De Gaulle described the United 
Stites as a “counterweight to the 
awerld ambi'ions of, the Sovicts,” 
nnd_added:' “There is not a tree 
iman in the World wHb docs’ ngt’ con» 
sider this American will as salutary.”
